A.d from Opprefficn 
for the Sake of crusl and Religicus Liborty for tbemfesves 
and ther Offspr-nz, and bezon a Settlement kere on bare 
Creation, at their own expence 3 and having ferioufly con- 
SAidered the Dity w: owe ta GOD, to the Memory of 
Juch invincrole Worthies, to the King, to Great Britain, 
our Country, ourfelves and Postertty, da think it an indi- 
fpenfabe Duty, by ail iavful Vays and Means in eur Pow- 
er, to recover, maintain, defend and preferve the free Ex- 
ercife of ali thofe c.utl and relzious Rights and Liberties, 
for winch many cf cur Forefatoers fought,—bied—and 
died; and to hand them av vn entire for the free enjeyment 
of the 'ateft Pcjter.'y 5 Aid whereas the keeping a flanding 
Army in any ot thefe Colones in Times of Peace, without 
foe C uent of the Legifliture of that Colony in which Juch 
wt Army ss kept 15 agamft Law: And whereas fuch an 
Army, wid a large naval force, 1s now placed in the Har- 
bour ct poten, for the Pur pofe of fulsetiing us to the Pow- 
er of the Brito Parlament : And whereas we are fre-

And whereas the greai Law cf Eef Prefervcticn kath 
required ur rar g Sk ep ug an Any of Odkervetorad 
Defence, in erder tr prevent or renel am frriker Attempts 
bo enforce the late tue! ard cprrefrve AGS of tie Briti 
Parlament wlrieocreeriaentl cefigned lo July A us, and 
the whole Conit: ent to the mofi gnom icus slavery : And 
whereas, in keeping [uih on Trmy it well be neceffery that 
the Officers and scld ers ii tle fame be fully acquainted 
with iker Duty and fat the Articles Rules and Regula- 
dions thereof te m ae as pliras pofinte, and Faring great 
Confidence in the Hener ont pubuc Viriue of the lnbabt- 
tants of this Co'ory that they will readily obey ther Off 
cers and wth cice fully do thar Duty when known, with- 
out any fre! Peere articles and Kules (except in capital 
Cafes) and cruel Purifh nents as are ufualy pratiifed ws 
Sanding A. mies, and wil fubatt to all fmb Rues and Re- 
Eu.aisors as are feu *ded ia Reafon, Hauor and Virtue : 

fi is tneretore RESOLVED, That tke following Ar- 
fictes, Rules end Regulations for the srmy, raised by this 
Colony for the Deface and Security cf our Livs, Li er- 
Ses and Effaves, ve, and berely are ettablifrd and require 
ed 10 be fir ly aaber d to by all Officers, Scldters and o- 
thers concerned, as they regard ther own Honor and the 
pubic Good, and upon the Penalties and Forfestures bere- 
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ARTICI E 1. All Cfficers and Soldiers, not hav- 
ing juft Impedimert, fhill diligently frequent Divine 
Service and Simon in the Places appointed for the af- 
frmbling ot the Regurent, Troop or Company,to which 
they belong; ard fuch as wilfully abfent themfelves, or 
being pretent, behave indecently or trreverently, hall, 
it comm ffioned C ficers, be brought befo e a regiment- 
al Court-Martial, there to be publicly ard feverely re- 
primaided by the Prefident 5 1f non commiffioned Of- 
ficess, or Solasers, every Perlen fo cfiending fhall for 
his fi.{t Off nce torfeit One Shilling, to be deducted out 
of his Wages ;—/or the cond Offence he fhall not on- 
ly fortet One Shilling, but be cor fired, not exceeding 
twenty-four Hours; ard for every like Offence fhall 
fufler ard pay in hke Manner, which Money, fo for» 
feited, fhall be appl ed to the Die of the fick Soldiers 
of the Tioop or Company to which the Offender be- 
longs. 

ART. 2. Whatfcever non-commiffiored Officer or 
Solurer fhall ufe any unlawful Ort! — Axecrauon, fhall 
incur the Penalty ot Six pence 5 and if a commiffioned 
Officer be thus guilty ot profane Curfing or Swearing, 
he fhall forfeit and pay for each and every fuch Offence 
the Sum of Nine pence, lawful Money. 

ART. 3. Any Officer or Soldier, who fhall behave 
himfelf with Contempt or Dilrelpeét towards the Gene- 
ral or Generals, or Commanders in Chief of the Rhode- 
Ifland Forces, or fhall fpeak Words tending to his or 
their Hurt or D honour, fhall be punifhed according 
to the Nature of his Offence, by the Judgment of a ge- 
neral Court-Martial. 

ART. 4. Any Officer or Soldier, whe fhall begin, 
excite, caule or join in any Mutiny or Sedition, in the 
Regiment, Troop o1 Compary to which he belongs, or 
in any other Regiment, Troop or Company of the 
Rhode Iland Forces, either by Land or Sea, or in any 
Party, Poft, Detachment, or Guard, on any Pretence 
whatfot ver, fha!l fuffer fech Punifiment as by a general 
Court-Martial fall be ordered. 
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ART. 5. Any Officer, non-commiffioned Officer, 
or Soldier, who being prefent at any Mutiny, or Sediti- 
on, does not ufe his utmoft Endeavours to fupprefs the 
fame, or coming to the Knowledge of any Mutiny, or 
intended Mutiny, does not, without Delay, give Inform- 
ation thereot to the commanding Officer, fhall be pu- 
nifhed by Order of a general Court-Martial according 
to the Nature of his Offence. 

ART. 6. Any Officer or Soldier, who fhall ftrike 
his fuperior Officer, or draw, or offer to draw, or fhall 
lift up any Weanon, or offer anv Violence againft him, 
being ın the Execution of his Office, on any Pretence 
whatfoever, or fhall difobey any lawful Commands of 
his fuperior Offier, fhall tuffer fuch Punifhment as fhall, 
according to the Nature of his Offence, be ordered by 
the Sentence of a general Court-Martial. 

ART. 7. Any non-commiffioned Officer or Soldier, 
who fhall defert, or, without Leave of his commanding 
Officer abfent himlelf trom the Troop or Company to 
which he belongs, or from any Detachment of the fame, 
fhall, upon being Conviéted thereof, be punifhed accord- 
ing to the Nature of his Offence, at the Difcretion of å 
general Court-Martial. 

ART. 8. Whatfoever Officer or Soldier fall be 
convicted of having advifed or perfuaded any otherOfficer 
or Soldier to defert, fhall fuffer fuch Pumfhment as fhall 
be ordered by the Sentence ot a general Court Martial. 

ART. 9. All Officers, of what Condition foever, 
fhall have Power to part and quell all Quarrels, Frays, 
and Diforders, though the Perions concerned fhould be- 
long to another Regiment, Troop or Company; and 
either order Officers to be arrefted, or non-commiffion- 
ed Officers or Soldiers to be confined and imprifoned, 
till their proper fuperior Officers fhall be acquainted 
therewith; and whoever fhall refufe to obey fuch Of- 
ficer (though of an inferior Rank) or fhall draw his Sword 
upon him, fhall be punifhed at the Difcretion of a 
general Court-Martial. 

ART. 10, No Officer or Soldier fhall ufe any re- 
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proachful or provoking Speeches or Geftures to another; 
nor fhall prefume to fend a Challenge to any Perfon to 
fight a Duel: And whoever fhall knowingly and wil- 
lingly fuffer any Perfon whatfoever to go forth to fighe 
a Duel ; or fhall fecond, promote, or carry any Chal- 
lenge, fhall be deemed as a Principal: And whatfoe- 
ver Officer or Soldier fhall upbra'd another for refufing 
a Challenge, fhall alfo be confidered as a Challenger : 
And all fuch Offenders, in any of thefe or fuch like Ca- 
fes, fhall be punthed at che Difcretion of a general 
Court- Martial. 

ART. 11. Every Officer commanding in Quarters, 
or on a March, fhall keep goad Order, and, to the ut- 
mott of his Power, redrefs all fuch Abufes, or Difor= 
ders, which may be committed by any Officer or Sol- 
dier under his Command, 1f upon any Complaint made 
to him of Officers or Soldiers beating, or otherwife ill- 
treating any Perfon, or of committing any Kind of Ri- 
ot, to the difquieting of the Inhabitants of this Conti- 
nent; he the faid Commander, who fhall refufe or omit 
to fee Juitice done on the Offender or Offenders, and 
Reparation made to the Party or Parties injured, as far 
as the Offenders Wages fhall enable him or them, ħall, 
upon due Proof thereof, be punifhed as ordered by a ge- 
neral Court-Martial, in fuch Manner as if he himfelf 
had committed the Crimes or Diforders complained of. 

ART. 12. Ifany Officer fhould think himfelf to be 
wronged by his Colonel or the commanding Officer of 
the Regiment, and fhall, upon due Application made 
to him, be refufed to be redreffed, he may complain to 
the General or Commander in Chief of the Rhode- Ifland 
Forces, in order to obtain Juitice, who is hereby requir- 
ed to examine into faid Complaint, and fee that Jultice 
be done. 

ART. 13. If any inferior Officer, or Soldier, fhali 
think himfelf wronged by his Captain or other Officer, 
commanding the Troop or Company to which he be- 
longs, he is to complain thereof to the commanding Of- 
ficer of the Regiment, who is hereby required to fum- 
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mon aregimental Court-Martial, for the doing Juk- 
tice to the Complainant ; from which regimental Court» 
Martial, either Party may, if he thinks him‘elf ftill ag- 
grieved, appeal to a general Court Martial ; but if, upon 
a fecond Hearing, the Appeal fhall appear to be vexa- 
tious and groundle's, the Perfon fo appealing fhill be 
punifhed at the D.fcretion of the general Court. Martial. 

ART. 14. Whatfoever non comm fined Officer, 
or Soldier, hall be convicted, ata regimental Court- 
Martial, of having fold, or de Gsnedly, or throu sh Ne- 
glect, wafted the Ammunition, Arns, or Provifions, or 
other Military Stores, delivered out t> him, to be em- 
ployed in the Service of this Colony, Mall af aar Officer, 
be reduced to a private Centinel 5 and if a privare Sol- 
dier, hall fuffer fuch Punifh nent as fhall be ordered by 
aregimental Court Martial. 

ART. 15. Allnon-commiffivned Officers, and Sol- 
diers, fhall be allowed the Limits of one Mile from the 
place of Encampment, unlefs the Commander in Chief 
fhall think proper to mark out fhorter Lim tations :«— 
Every Officer or Soldier found without thofe Limits, 
without Leave in Wasting, hall fuffer fach Punifliment 
as fhall be infl.ét-d by a regimental Court Martial. 

ART. 16. No Officer or Soldier fhill he out of his 
Quarters or Camp without Leave from the commanding 
Officer of the Regiment, upon Penalty of being punth- 
ed according to the Nature of his Offence, by Order of 
a regimental Court-Marnial. 

ART. 17. Every non commiflinned Officer, and 
Soldier, fhall retire to his Quarters, or Tent, at she 
beating of the Retreat ; ; in Default ot which, he fhall be 
punifhed according to the Nature of his Offence, by Or- 
der of the commanding Officer. 

ART. 18. No Officer, non-commiffioned Officer, 
or Soldier, fnall fail of repairing, at the Time fixed, to 
the Place of Parade or Exercife. or other Rendezvous, 
appointed by the commanding Officer, if not prevented 
by Sic! knefs, or fome other evident Neceffity : A or fhall 
go from tke fud Place of Rendezvous, or from his 
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Guard, without Leave from his commanding Officer; 
before he fhall be regularly difmiffed or relieved, on Pe- 
nalty of being punifhed according to the Nature of his 
Offence, by the Sentence of a regimental Cout- Martial. 

ART. 19. Whatfoever commiffioned Officer fhall 
be found drunk om his Guard, Party or other Duty, un- 
der Arms, fhall be cafhiered for it ; any non-commiffi« 
ened Officer or Soldier, fo offending, fhall fuffer fuch 
Punifhment as fhall be ordered by the Sentence of a re- 
gimental Court- Martial. 

ART. 20, Whatfoever Centinel fhall be found fleep- 
ing upon his Poft, or fhall leave it before he fhall be re- 
gularly relieved, fhall fuffer fuch Punifhment as fhall be 
ordered by the Sentence of a general Court-Martial. 

ART. 21. Any Perfon belonging to the Rhode? 
Iland Army, who, by difcharging ot Fire-Arms, beat- 
ing of Drums, or by any other Means whatfoever, fhall 
occafion falfe Alarms, in Camp or Quarters, fhall fuffer 
fuch Punifhment as fhall be ordered by the Sentence of 
a general Court-Marnal. 

ART. 22. Any Officer, or Soldier, who fhall, with- 
our urgent Neceffity, or without leave of his fuperior 
Officer, quit his Platoon or Divifion, fhall be pumfhed 
according to the Nature of his Offence, by the Sentence 
of a regimental Court- Martial. 

ART. 23. No Officer or Soldier fhall do Violence 
or offer any Infult, or Abufe, to any Perfon who fhall 
bring Provifions, or other Neceffanes, to the Camp or 
Quarters of the Rhode Ifand Army ; any Officer or 
Soldier, fo offending, fhall, upon Complaint being made 
to the’ commanding Officer, fuffer fuch Punifhment as 
fhall be ordered by a regimental Court Martial. 

ART. 24. Whatfoever Officer, or Soldier, fall 
fhamefully abandon any Poft committed co his Charge, 
or fhall {peak Words inducing others to do the like, in 
Time of an Engagement, fhall fuffer Death immediately. 

ART. 25. Any Perfon’ belonging to the Rhode- 
Ifland Army,whe fhall make known the Watchword to 
any Perfon who is not he to receive it, according to 
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the Rules & Difcipline of War, or hall prefume to give å 
Parole, or Watchword, different from what he received, 
fhall fuffer Death, or fuch other Punifhment as fhall be 
ordered by the Sentence of a general Court-Martial. 

ART. 26. Whofoever, belonging to the Rhode- 
Tand Army, fhall relieve the Enemy with Money, Vic- 
tuals, or Ammunition ; or fhall, knowingly, harbour or 
prote& an Enemy, hall fuffer fuch Punifhment as by a 
general Court-Martial hall be ordered. 

ART. 27. Whofoever, belonging to the Rhode- 
Ifland Army, fhall be convicted of holding Correfpond- 
ence with, or of giving Intelligence to, the Enemy, 
either direétly or indireétly, fhall fuffer fuch Punifhment 
as by 2 general Court Martial fhall be ordered. 

ART. 28. All public Stores, taken in the Enemy’s 
Camp or Magaz-nes, whether of Artillery, Ammuni- 
tion, Clothing or Provifions, fhall be fecured for the 
Uie of the Colony of Rhode- lfland. 

ART. 29. If any Officer or Soldier fhall leave his 
Poft or Colours, in Time of an Engagement, to go in 
Search of Plunder, he fhall, upon being convicted there- 
of before a general Court Martial, fuffer fuch Punifh- 
ment as by faid Court-Martial fhall be ordered. 


ART. 30. If any Commander of any Poft, Intrench- 


ment, or Fortrefs, fhall be compelied, bv the Officers or 
Soldiers under his Command, to give it up to the Ene- 
my, or to abandon it, the commiffioned Officer, non- 
commiffioned Officers, or Soldiers, who fhall be convict- 
ed of having fo offended, fhall fuffer Death, or fuch other 
Punifhment as may be infli&ed upon them by the Sen- 
tence of a general Court. Martial. 

ART. 31. All Suttlers and Retailers toa Camp, 
and all Perfons whatfoever, ferving with the Rhode- 
ifland Army, inthe Field, though not inlifted Soldiers, 
are to be fubject to the Articles, Rules and Regulations 
of the Rhode-Ifland Army. . 

ART. 32. No general Court-Martial fhall confift 
of a lefs Number than thirteen, none of which fhall be 
under the Degree of a commiffioned Officer ; and the 
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Prefident fhall be a Field-Officer : And the Prefident of 
each and every Court-Martial, whether n or tegi- 

mental, fhall have Power to adminifter. an Oath to every 

~Witnefs, in order to the Trial of Offenders. And the 

Members of all Courts. Martial fhall be duly fworn by 

the Prefident; and the next in Rank on the Court- Mar- 

tial fhall adminifter the Oath to the Prefident. 

ART. 33. The Members, both of general and re- 
gimental Courts Martial, fhall, when belonging to dif- 
ferent Corps, take the fame Rank which they hold in 
the Army ; but when Courts- Martial fhal! be compofed 
of Officers of one Corps, they fhall take their Rar ks ac- 
cording to their Commiflions, by which they are mufter- 
ed in the faid Corps- 

ART. 34. All the Members of a Court Martial 
are to behave with Calmnefs, Decency and Impartiality 5 
and inthe giving‘of their Votes, are to begin with the 
youngeft or loweft in Commiffion. 

ART. 35. No Field-Officer fhall be tried by anv 
Perfon under the Degree of a Captain ; nor fhall any 
Proceedings or Trials be carried on, excepting between 
the Hours of eight in the Morning, and three in the Af- 
ternoon, except in Cafes which require an immediate 
Example. an 

ART. 36. The commiffioned Officers of every Re- 
giment may, by the Appointment of their Colonel, or 
commanding Officer, hold regimental Courts Martial, 
for the ingutring into fuch Difputes or criminal Matters 
as may come before them, and for the infli@ting corpo- ` 
ral Punifhmenis for {mall Offences, and fhal! give Judg- 
ment by the Majority of Voices 3 but no Sentence fhall 
be executed tll the commanding Officer (not being a 
Member of the Court-Martial) fall have confirmedthe . 
fame. 

ART. 37. No regimental Court-Martial fhail con- 
fift of lefs than five Officers, excepting in Cafes where 
that Number cannot be conveniently affembled, when 
three may be fufficient 5 who are likewife to determine 
upon the Sentence by the Majority of Voices , which 
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Sentence is to be confirmed by the commanding Officer, 
not being a Member of the Court-Martial. 

ART. 38. Every Offi-er, commanding in any Fort, 
Caftle, or Barrack, or «liewhere, where the Corps under 
his Command confifts of Detachments from different 
Regiments, or of independent Companies, may aflemble 
Courts Martial for the Trial of Offenders in the fame 
Manner as if they were regimental, whofe Sentence is 
not to be executed till it fhall be confirmed by the faid 
commanding Officer. 

ART. 39, No Perfon whatfoever fhall ufe mena- 
cing Words, Signs or Geflures in the Prefence of a 
Court-Martial, then fetting, or fhall caufe any Diforder 
or Riot, fo as to difturb their Proceeding, on the Pe- 
nalty of being punifhed at the Difcretion of the iaid 
Cou t- Martial. 

ART. 40. To the End that Offenders may be 
brought to Juftice; whenever any Officer or Soldier 
fhail € commit a Crime deferving Punifhment, he fhall by 
his commanding Officer, if an Officer, be put in Arreft 5 
ir a non comm:ffioned Officer or Soldier, be imprifoned 
till he fhall be either tried by a Court Martial, or fhall 
be lawfully difcharged by proper Authority. 

ART. 41. No Officer or Soldier who fhall be put 
in Arreft, or Impiilonment, fhall continue in his Con- 
finement more than eight Days, or till fuch Time as å 
Court Martial can be conveniently affembled. 

ART. 42. No Officer commanding a' Guard, or 
Piovoft Mz: hal, Mall refufe to receive or keep any Pri- 
foner committed to bis Charge,by an Oficer belonging to 
the Rhede- {land Forces; which Officer fhall at the fame 
Time deliver an Account in Writing, fizned by’ him- 
felf, of the Crime with which the {aid Prifouer is chargea. 

ART. 43. No Officer commanding a Guard, or 
Provoft-Ma-fhal, fhall prefume to teleale any Prifoner 
committed to his Charge, without proper Authority for 
fo doing; nor fhall he fuffer any Prifoner to efcape, on 
the Penalty of being punifhed fort it, by ihe Sentence of 
a general Court “Martial, 
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ART. 44 Every Officer or a Provoft-Marfhal, to 


whofe Charge Prifoners fhall be committed, is hereby re- 
quired, within twenty-four Hours after fuch Commit- 
ment, of as foon as he fhall be relieved from his Guard, 
to give in Writing to the Colonel of the Regiment to 
- wham the Prifoner belongs (where. the Prifoner is con-- 
fined ypon the Guard belonging to the faid Regiment, 
and that his Offence only relates to the Neglect of Duty 
in his own Corps) or to the Commander in Chief, their 
Names, their Crimes, and the Names of the Officers 
who committed them, on the Penalty of being punifhed 
for its Dilc bedience or Negleét, at the Difcretion of a 
genera) Court-Martial. i 

ART. 45. And if any Officer under -Arreft fhall 
leave his Confinement before he is fet at Liberty by the 
Officer who confined him, or by a fupetior Power, he 
fhall be cafh ered for it. 

ART. 46. Whatfoever commiffinned Officer fhall 
be convicted before a general Court-Martial, of behav- 
ing in a fcandajous, infamous Manner, fuch as is unbe- - 
coming the Character of an Officer and a Gentleman, 
fhall be Gifcharged from the Service, . 

ART. 47. All Officers, Conductors, Gunners, Ma- 
treffes, Drivers, or any other Perfons whatfoever, receiv- 
ing Pay or Hire, in the Service of the Rhode-Ifland Ar- 
tillery, fhall be governed by the aforefaid Rules and Ar- 
ticles, and fhall be fubjeét to be tried by Courts- Martial, 
in ke Manner with the Officers and Soldiers of the 
Rhode-IMand Troops. 

ART. 48. For Differences arifing amongft them- 
felves, or in Matters relating folely to their own Corps, 
the Courts- Martial may be compoled of their own Or- 
ficers; but where a Number fufficient of fuch Officers 
cannot be afiembled, or in Matters wherein other Corps 
are interefted, the Officers of Artillery fhall Anin Courts» 
Martial with the Officers of the other Corps. 4 

ART. 49. AH Crimes not capital, and all Dior- 
ders and Negleéts which Officers and Soldiers may be 
guilty of, to the Prejudice of good Order and military 
> Difcipline, 
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Difcipline, though not mentioned in the Articles of War, 
are to be taken Cognizance of by a general or regiment- 
al Court-Martial, according to the Nature and Degree 
of the Offence, and be punifhed at their Difcretion. 

ART. 50. No Courts Martial fhall order any Of- 
fender to be whipped, or receive, more than thirty-nine 
Stripes for any one Offence. 

ART. 51. The Field-Officers of each and every 
Regiment are to appoint fome fuitable Perfon belonging 
to fuch Regiment, to receive all fech Fines as may arife 
within the fame, for any Breach of any of the foregoing 
Articles, and fhall dire&t the fame to be carefully and 
properly applied to the Relief of fuch fick, wounded, or 
peceffitous Soldiers as belong to fuch Regiment ; and 
fuch Perfon thall account with fuch Officer tor all Fines 
received, and the Application thereof. 

ART. 52. All Members fitting in Courts-Martial 
fhall be fworn by the Prefident of faid Courts, which 
Prefident fhall bimfelf be fworn by the Officer in faid 
Court next in Rank — I he Oath to be adminiftred pre- 
vious to their proceeding to the Trial of any Offender, 
in Form following, viz.

ART. 53. All Perfons called to give Evidence in 
any Cafe, before a Court-Martial, who fhall refufe to 
nive Evidence, fhall be punifhed for fuch Refufal at the 
Difcretion cf fuch Court-Martial : The Oath to be ad- 
miniftred in the Form followirg, viz. 

“ You fear the Evidence you foall give in the Cafe naor 
in Leaving, fall be the Truth. the whole Truth, and nothirg
